Rock Lake Trout 
Sampling Slated 

ROCK LAKE, Wis.— A seine net- 
ting of Rock lake will be made on 
April 23, with this netting designed 
to show any comparison between 
the sizes of fin-clipped trout re- 
leased in February and those placed 
in the lake last Friday. 

Fritz Paulln, district fish man- 
ager of the Wisconsin conservation 
department, said this week such a 
netting will reveal additional data 
on the growth of trout in Rock lake. 

About 3,000 rainbow trout were 
released in the lake last Friday,- 
the final 1960 plant of these fish in 
'rock lake. A stocking of 3,200 rain- 
bows, between 9 and 11 inches long, 
were .planted there in February of 
this year. 

In the February planting, fish 
were fin clipped while those plant- 
ed last Friday were not fin clipped. 

Paulin said that a plan to take 
breeder northern pike from the Fox 
river below Wilmot dam has been 
abandoned.

This is the principle on which 
dictatorships are founded, and ev- 
eryone knows a dictatorship is much 
more efficient than a democracy. 

The slow, cumbersome workings of 
democracy are really quite unbefit- 
ting an assembly-line type of coun- 
try such as ours, and it looks as 
though we might, before long, get 
rid of this handicap by default.
